INTRODUCTION. 


Who v were the firſt A bee or builders of theſs 
; furpriſing floating veſſels, or who were the firſt intre- 
pid adventurers that failed in them, hath hitherto been 
conteſted by the ableſt hiſtorians, and therefore, in all 
human probability, their real names will ſtill remain - 
in ſecret ? nevertheleſs, gratitude and veneration from 
polterity, are moſt certainly due to the/memories of 
thoſe worthy deſerving individuals, by. whoſe ingenui- 
ty, and ſurmounting induſtry, the civilized world have 
derived ſuch innumerable benefits. We may reaſona- 
bly ſuppoſe that the earlieſt Model of a Ship was ima- 
gined from that of Noan's Arx; although the occaſi- 
on for naval expeditions happened not until-ſome cen- 
turies after the confuſion of the Tower of Babel, from 
which memorable epocha, we may conſiſtently date the

| The PHoPNICIANs were Fa firſt, and ableſt Mariners 
then read of ; yet the commerce of thoſe early ages did 
not require Veſſels of ſuch ſtrength or compactneſs, as 
the neceſſity of latter times has demanded, by their be- 
ing launched into the Main Ocean, and being employ- 
ed in long and hazardous voyages, unattempted by in- 
fant - navigation. Although theſe Ancients were indeed 
ſufficiently bold and daring, in many tedious intricate 
coaſting voyages, we have no proofs of their ever ha- 
ving ventured from Europe to America? yet reflecting 
upon what they did without the guiding Coup Ass (then 
undiſcovered) we muſt confeſs it a matter of no ſmall 
 ſurprife. Hiſtory informs us, that their Capital was the 
noted City of TyYzxz; and they have proved to what a 
heighrof glory, arkndeur, and. riches, a nation 1s Capa- 
ou * attaining by the en, of Commerce. 


The GakRE s, who were bs Scholars i in this very 
j important ſcience, much improved it, and gave their 
Maſters 
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Maſters ſeveral ſignal overthrows, in their naval en- 
counters; as at the famous Battle of SAL AMIS,“ and 
other deſperate engagements ; and though the Romas 
ſucceeded the GRE EES, in the profeſſion of this Art, 
and undoubtedly their practice muſt have led them to 
the diſcovery of its defects, and conſequently to that 
of its improvements, yet they, and ſeveral ſucceeding 
ages, laboured in the dark, until Providence by the 
hands of JohN GALA, of the town of AuMAL PHI, in 
IraLy, in the year 1299 brought to light the virtue 
of the LoapsTone; and by this means diſpers 
miſts of gueſs-work, and rendered navigation Me elear | 0 
and certain. It is to this happy diſcovery, we owe that 5 
of new worlds, and the great improvements in maritim 
affairs, ſince brought to perfection. 


The build, or forms of Ships, have been various, as 
occaſions required, or invention could dictate; to make 
them anſwer the intent; which variety continues at this 

very day; not only between Nations but even in the 
ſame country; ſome being built for ſwift? ſailing, and 
others, with the lucrative view of fowing well; and 
each has a name, properly adapted, as Frigates, Gal- 

lies, Barks, Brigantines, Sloops, &c. &c. And 
the increaſe of theſe, with the advancement of 
Navigation, has always ſo much merited the atten- 
tion of prudent Legiſlatures, from the earlieſt periods, 
that many excellent Laws have been purpoſely enact- 
ed in ſeveral countries concerning them; and it is 
confeſſedly the immediate intereſt of not only all Ship- 
Owners, Ship-Maſters, and Merchant-Adventurers, 
but alſo of all other Perſons and Traders, who are in 
anywiſe engaged in the exports, or imports of goods 
and merchandizes, to be perfectly converſant in theſe

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. An Iſland in the — ſituated in E. Long. 34. N. Lat. 37, 32. 
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Of the correſpondent Laws of Great Britain, the 
moſt celebrated which are admired for their ſound po- 
_licy throughout Europe, are, the Act paſſed in the Ele- 
venth year of King Charles the Second, A. D. 1660 
entitled, An Act for the encouraging and increaſing of 
| Shipping, and Navigation; commonly called the NAvI- 
cAT1ON AcT, and the Act paſſed in the Twenty-ſfixth 

year of his preſent Majeſty, George the Third, entitled, 
An Act for the further increaſe and encouragement of 
Shipping and Navigation; entitled the RecisTER ACT. 
It is of the utmoſt importance for all perſons concerned 
in Commerce, to be particularly well acquainted with 
_ theſe Acts, for whatever alterations they may undergo, 
or whatever infringements may be made upon them by 
Rebellion, or any other temporary or local cauſes, the 
principles of them muſt be as permanent as the Mari- 
time Power of Great Britain; the maintenance of the 
latter depending on the former; for which ſolid, inter-

5 T is enacted, That after the 1ſt. of December, 1660, ne 
goods ſhall be imported into, or exported from any of 


| the Britiſh plantations, in any other but ſhips of the build of 


Great Britain, Ireland, or the ſaid plantations, wholly owned 


by the people thereof, and whereof the maſter, and at leaſt 


three-fourths of the mariners, are of the ſaid places (except 


ſhips taken as a prize, and legally condemned, navigated by 
the maſter and three-fourths of the mariners Britiſh, or of the 


ſaid plantations, and owned by Brief): upon forfeiture of the 


ſhip and goods. 6 
II. MP perſon borne out of the alle egiance of his Majeſty, 


who is not naturalized or made a free denizen, ſhall, after 


the Iſt. of February, 1661, act as a merchant, or factor, in 
any of the ſaid places, upon pain of loſing all his goods and 


chattels, and of theſe clauſes the governors are obliged by 


Oath to take cognizance and care.

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IV. No yooll or commodities of a foreign growth, or 
| a Ae, that is to ſay, of Aſia, Africa, and America 
only, ſhall be brought into England, Ireland, Wales, the iſl- 
ands of Guernſey and Jerſey, or Town of Berwick upon 
Tweed, in ſhips appertaining to his Majefty's ſubjects, but 
from the places of their manufactures and growths. 
V. That all forts of herring, cod, pilchards, ſalmon, or 
ling, freſh, ſalted, dried, or bloated; grill, mackarel, whit- 
ing, haddock, ſprats, colefiſn, gullfih, congers, any ſort of © 
flat fiſh, and any ſort of freſh fiſh, may not be imported in 
any foreign ſhip into, or fold in, England, having been taken 
by, bought of, or received from foreigners, or out of a for- 
eigner's ſhip (except proteſtant ſtrangers inhabiting this king- 
dom) upon forfeiture thereof, and the ſhip and tackle, and al- 
ſo 100l. by every offender herein. Except eels, ſtoekfiſn, an- 
chovies, ſturgeon, botargo, and cavear, lobſters, or turbets, 
which may be imported in any ſhip, and by ny perſon, whe- 
ther of Britiſh or foreign catching. 

VI. Henceforth it ſhall not be lawful for any veſſel in 
which any ftranger (not denizened or naturalized) is an own- 
er, or that is not navigated by an Engliſh maſter, and three- 
fourths Engliſh ſailors, to load and carry any ſorts of goods 
and commodities from any port or creek of England, Ireland, 
Wales, iſlands of Guernſey or Jerſey, or town of Berwick 
upon Tweed, to another port or creck, or any of them, un- 
der penalty of forfeiting ſhip and cargo. 

VII. That where any eaſe, abatement, or privilege is giv- 
en in the book of rates, to goods or commodities imported, 

or exported in Engliſh built ſhipping, it ſhall extend only to 
ſuch as are navigated with a maſter and three-fourths of the 
ſailors Engliſh; and, where it is required that they ſhall be ſo, 
the true intent and meaning is, that they be ſuch during the 
whole voyage, unleſs in caſe of ſickneſs, death, or being ta- 
ken priſoners, to be proved by the oath of the maſter, ay o- 
ther chief officer. 

VIII. No goods or commodities of the growth or - manufac- 
ture of Muſcovy, or. any of the dominions of the emperor 
thereof, or any ſorts of maſts, timber, or boards, foreign ſalt, 
pitch, tar, roſin, hemp, or flax, raiſins, figs, prunes, olive- 


oils, nor any fort of corn or grain, ſugar, pot-aſhes, wines, x 


vinegar, or ons called 1 


Nor brandy, ſhall after the 7 
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1ſt. of April, 1661, be imported into England, Ireland, Wales, 
or the town of Berwick upon Tweed, in any ſhip but ſuch as 
belongs to the people thereof, and navigated as before-men- 
tioned; and that no currants, nor any other commodities of 
the growth or manufacture of any of the Turkiſh empire, 
ſhall after the 1ſt. of September, 1661, be imported into any 
of the aforeſaid places, in any but an Engliſh built ſhip, na- 
vigated as aforeſaid, except only in ſuch foreign ſhips as are 
the build of that country or place, of which the goods are the 
growth or manufacture, or of ſuch port where the ſaid goods 
can only be, or moſt uſually are, firſt ſhipped for tranſporta- 
tion, and whereof the maſter and three-fourths of the mari- 
ners, at leaſt, are of the ſaid country or place, under penal- 
ty of loſing ſhip and goods. | 

IX. And to prevent the great frauds daily uſed in colour- 
ing and concealing aliens goods, all wines of the growth of 
France or Germany, which, after the 2oth. of October, 1660, 
ſhall be imported into any of the ports or places aforeſaid, in 
any other ſhips than thoſe belonging to them, and navigated 
with the mariners thereof, ſhall be deemed aliens goods, and 


pay cuſtoms accordingly: And all ſorts of maſts, timber or ; 


boards, as alſo all foreign ſalts, pitch, tar, roſin, hemp, flax, 
raiſins, figs, prunes, olive-oils, all ſorts of corn or grain, ſugar, 
potaſhes, ſpirits, commonly called brandy, or agua vite; wines, 
of the growth of Spain, the Canaries, Portugal, Madeira, or 
Weſtern Iſlands; and all the goods of the growth or manufac- 
ture of Muſcovy or Ruſſia, which, after the iſt. of April, 
1661, ſhall be imported into any of the aforeſaid places, in any 
other than ſuch ſhipping, and ſo navigated ;- and all currants, 
and Turkey commodities, which, after the 1ſt. of September, 
1661, ſhall be imported into any of the aforeſaid places, in 
any other than Engliſh built ſhipping, and navigated as afore- 
ſaid, ſhall be deemed aliens goods, and pay accordingly. 

The 10th. and 11th. clauſes, only retating to the buying 
of foreign ſhips, and they having been entirely done away by 
the regiſter act, we think it unneceſſary to give them here. 

XII. It is however provided, that this act, nor any thing 
herein contained, extend not, or be meant to reſtrain and pro- 
hibit the importation of any of the commodities of the Straits 
or Levant Seas, loaden in Engliſh built ſhipping, and whereof 
the maſter and eee of the mariners be * from

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A ports or places for loading of them heretofore, with- 
in the ſaid Straits or Levant Seas, though the ſaid commodities | 
be not of the growth of the ſaid places. 

XIII. Provided alſo, that this act, or any thing Ss 
contained extend not to reſtrain the importing of any Eaſt India 
commodities, loaden in Engliſh built ſhipping, and whereof the 
maſter and three-fourths of the mariners are Engliſh, from the 
uſual places for loading them in any part of thoſe ſeas to the 
| ſouthward and eaſtward of Capo Bona Speranza, although the 
| ſaid ports be not the very places of their growth. 

XIV. And it is likewiſe provided, That it ſhall be lawful 
for any of the people of England, Ireland, Wales, iſlands of 
Guernſey or Jerſey, or Berwick upon Tweed, in their ſhips, 
navigated with a maſter and three-fourths Engliſh ſailors, to 
bring in from any. of the ports of Spain,* Portugal, the Azo- 
res, Madeira, or Canary Iſlands, all ſorts of goods or commo- 
dities of the growth or manufacture of any of them. 

XV. Provided always, That this act extend not to bullion, 
nor yet to any goods taken by way of repriſal by any Engliſh 
ſhip ; navigated as before-mentioned, and with his Majeſty S 
commiſſion. \ 

The XVI. clauſe, relating only w Scotch ſubjects, has en- 
tirely become void, as Scotch ſubjects and ſhips are accounted 
Engliſh, by 5th. Anne, chap. viii. | 

The XVII. clauſe, relating to duties collected from French 
ſhipping, has alſo become yoid, as this duty ceaſes by the 
XI. article of the Treaty of men W at Utrecht, 
the 31ſt. of March 1713. 

XVIII. And it is further enacted, That after the 1ſt. of 
April, 1661, no ſugars, tobacco, cotton, wool, indigo, ginger, 
fuſtick, or other dying wood, of the growth or manufacture 
of any Engliſh plantations in America, Afia, or Africa, ſhall 
be carried from any of the ſaid Engliſh plantations to any place 


_ | whatſoever, other than to ſuch other Engliſh plantations as do 


belong to his Majeſty or to the kingdom of England, Ireland, 

Wales, or Berwick upon 'Tweed, there to be laid on ſhore, 
under the penalty of forfeiting ſhip and goods. 

XIX. And for every ſhip, which after the 25th. of Decem-

or to England, Ireland, Wales, or to Berwick upon Tweed. 


And that every ſhip which ſhall load any of the aforeſaid goods, 
until ſuch bond be given to the governor, or certificate pro- 


duced from the officers of any cuſtom-houſe in England, &c. 


that ſuch bonds have been there duly given, ſhall be forfeit- 
ed; and the ſaid governors ſhall, twice in every year, after 


the iſt. of January, 1660, return true copies of all ſuch bonds, 
to the chief officer of the cuſtoms in London. | 


Note, There have been ſo many regulations and amendments 


made to the two laſt- mentioned clauſes of this act, in the dif- 


ferent reigns ſince it was firſt paſſed, and which were we to 
inſert here would tend to render this volume voluminous, we 


are under the neceſſity of referring thoſe who may be intereſt- 


ed in them, to the different ſtatutes, in order that they may 
ſee more particularly the e preſent reſtritions.

Sec. AT from the 1ſt. of Auguſt, 1786, no ſhip, or 
1 veſſel, foreign built (except ſuch ſhips or veſſels as 


| have hen or ſhall hereafter be taken by any of his Majeſty's | 
ſhips or veſſels 'of war, or by any private or other ſhip or veſ- 


fel, and condemned as lawful prize in any court of Admiral- 
ty) nor any ſhip or veſſel built or rebuilt upon any foreign 


made keel or bottom, in the manner heretofore practiſed and | 


allowed, although owned by Britiſh ſubjects, and navigated 
according to law, ſhall be any longer entitled to any of the 


privileges or advantages of a Britiſh built ſhip, or of a ſhip 


owned by Britiſh ſubjects ; and that all the ſaid privileges and 


advantages ſhall hereafter be confined to ſuch ſhips only as 


are wholly of the build of Great Britain or Ireland, Guern- 


ſey, Jerſey, and the Iſle of Man, or of ſome of the colonies, 


'plantations, iſlands, or territories in Aſia, Africa, or Ameri- 


ca, which now, or at the time of building ſuch ſhips or veſ- 
Tels, or which may hereafter belong to his Majeſty : Proviſo, 


that nothing ſhall extend to prohibit ſuch foreign built ſhips 


or veſſels as, before the 1ſt. of May, 1786, did truly and : 
wholly belong to any of the people of Great Britain or Ire- 


land, ' Guernſey, Jerſey, and the Iſle of Man, or of any of 
the aforeſaid colonies, plantations, iſlands and territories, as

Note, This clauſe declares what ſhips ſhall be entitled to

tled to the privilege of a Britiſh-built ſhip; and it was the o- 
pinion of his Majeſty's advocate, alſo of the attorney and ſo-

Recites, that, ſince the concluſion of the late 
war, regiſters have been granted ſhips and veſſels not entitled, 
by his Majeſty's governors, or by the officers of his Majeſty's 
cuſtoms, in conſideration of ſervices rendered to the public by 
ſuch veſſels, at the evacuating the countries, or towns, and 
poſts held by his Majeſty's forces in the country now belong- 
ing to the United States of America, cr in the removal of 
families, to whom ſuch ſhips and veſlels belong, into the coun- 
tries now belonging to his Majeſty : Recites, that regiſters 
have alfo, in ſome caſes, been ſq granted to other ſhips and 
veſſels, by the governors of his Majeſty's colonies, plantations, 
iſlands, and territories, under diſconception of the laws relating 
thereto, and the property of ſuch ſhips or veſſels has, Bona fide, 
and without fraud, been transferred to others of his Majeſty's 
ſubjects, who under the protection thereof now uſe and em- 
ploy ſych ſhips and veſſels : Recites, that it may be reaſonable, 
in particular caſes; where no fraud or colluſion ſhall appear to 
have been practiſed, that ſuch ſhips and veſſels be admitted to

That if any perſon authoriſed by this act, in reſpect 
of his or their office or offices, to perform any act or thing

Oo SHIPS, OWNERS, O. 


N treating of maritime affairs, the owners of ſhips are the firſt 
who naturally challenge our regard, and they become ſuch 
either by building or purchaſing their veſſels; and this, either 
in partnerſhip or alone; and if the former, and the property 
is diſtributed among ſeveral, the major part of them may let 
the ſhip out to freight againſt the "RY though not without ut. 
the privity of the minor. | 

Owners are not bound to continue their . or partner- 
ſhip longer than they pleaſe, for though by the law marine it 
was required, that a new built ſhip ſhould make one voyage 
upon the common riſk, before the owners ſhould be allowed 
to ſeparate, yet by the law of England any owner may ſell or 
transfer his right at what time he pleaſes. 

But if any one obſtinately refuſes his conſent to a voyage, 
the law will force him either to hold or ſell his ſhare : But, 
if he will ſet no price, the reſt may fit the ſhip out at their 
own coſt and charges, and whatſoever freight ſhe earns ſhall 
be ſolely theirs, and no part thereof be given to the diſlenting 
owner, but if the ſhip ſhould miſcarry, or be caſt away, the reſt | 
muſt make him ſatisfaction for the part he held. 
But, on the contrary, if the greateſt part of the owners re- 
Fuſe to fit out the veſſel, they ſhall not be compelled, on ac- 
count of the majority, but in this caſe, the ſhip ſhall be valued 


and ſold, and the like where part of the owners become defi- 5 


cient and unable to fi her out. 
Ovners 
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Owners of ſhips are liable for the actions of the maſter they 
employ, therefore it behoves them carefully to conſult as well 
the honeſty as ability of him they intend to commit the care of | 
their intereſts to, as the charge both of the veſſel and its lading 
reſts on him; and the owners are obliged, both by the com- 
mon laws of England and the law-marine, to make ſatisfaction 
for all damages that ſhall accrue through the maſter's neglect, 
and were formerly obliged to make good the contents of a bill 
of loading figned\by the maſter, provided he abſconded, though 

the ſaid dil of e might be iniquitouſly obtained; as I 
remember to have occurred with a merchant, who had a ſhip 
of his own from Liſbon, and was arreſted; I think in fifteen 
actions for money his maſter had ſigned bills of loading for, 
and had run away with, and which he might have continued 
coining, and firmed new bills every day to the utter ruin of 
bis owner, though never ſo wealthy, had not the act 7 Geo. II. 
chap. 15. ſect. 1. prevented ſuch fraudulent proceedings by 
limiting the owners loſs to ſhip and freight, ſo that he now 
| knows the extent of what damage a roguiſh maſter can do him, 
which was before unaſcertained and endleſs. 

On the other hand, if the maſter commits offences, either 
negligently or wilfully, he ſhall be reſponſible to his owners 
for the reparation of damages, and they are not bound to ſue 
jointly, but may do it ſeparately, both according to the com- 
mon and marine law; as alſo in caſe the ſhip hath by freight 
got ſomething clear to divide, and the maſter hath paid ſome 
of the owners their parts, the reſt may bring their action for 
their ſhares without; joining with the others. 5 
| If a ſhip commits a piracy, and is thereby become fobfeited; 
burt before ſeizure ſhe be bona fide ſold, the property mall not 
be queſtioned, nor the owners diveſted of the ſame. 

If a man gets poſſeſſion of a ſhip, without a juſt title to the 
ſame, he ſhall, by the law marine, anſwer for ſuch profit, as 
the ſhip, in all probability, might have earned. 

In caſe any foreign goods ſhall, by any collier, fiſher-boat, 
or other coaſting veſſel, be taken in at ſea, or out of any veſſel, 
to be landed, or put into any other ſhip or veſſel, Oc. within 
the limits of any port, without payment of the duties, ſuch 
goods ſhall be forfeited, and the maſter of ſuch collier, &c. 
ſhall forfeit treble the value, unleſs in caſe of neceſſity, of 
which ſuch maſter {hall give notice, and make proof before 


the 
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the chief officers of the cuſtoms of the firſt port where he ſhall 
arrive; the maſter or other perſon taking charge of the ſhip 
out of which ſuch goods ſhall be taken in at ſea, ſhall for- 
feit treble the value 

Where any veſſel of fifty tons, or under, laden with cuſtom- 
able, or prohibited goods, ſhall be found hovering on the coaſts, 
within the limits of any port, and not proceeding on her voy- 
age, wind and weather permitting, any officer of the cuſtoms 
may go on board, and take an account of the lading, and de- 
'mand ſecurity of the maſter, Qc. by his own bond, to his Ma- 

| jeſty, c. in treble the value of the foreign goods on board, 
with condition that ſuch veſſel (as ſoon as wind and weather, 
and the ſtate of the veſſel doth permit) ſhall proceed on her 
voyage, and ſhall land ſuch goods in ſome foreign port. And 
if ſuch maſter, &'c. ſhall refuſe to enter into ſuch bond, or 
ſhall not proceed on ſuch voyage, as ſoon as wind, weather, and 
the ſtate of ſuch ſhip, will permit, unleſs ſuffered to make lon- 
ger ſtay by the collector, or other chief officer, not exceeding 
twenty days, all the foreign goods on board ſuch veſſel may, 
by any officer of the cuſtoms by direction of the collector, or 
other principal officer, be taken out of the ſhip and ſecured ; 
and, if ſuch goods are cuſtomable, the duties ſhall be paid 
and wool, or any prohibited goods, found on board, are de- 
clared ſubject to forfeiture. 

All goods found concealed on board any ſhip after the maſ- 
ter ſhall have made his report at the cuſtom-houſe, and not 
mentioned in the ſaid report, ſhall be forfeited, and may be 
ſeized and proſecuted by any officer of the cuſtoms, and the 
maſter\of ſuch ſhip, in caſe he was privy to ſuch concealment, 
Hall Fo\feit treble the value of the goods. 
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DMIRALTY, is the court for adjuſting marine affairs ; 
and hath juriſdiction in all controverted caſes, origin- 

ating upon the high ſeas ; and muſt be reſorted to in many pri- 
vate commercial * where the common law can give 

po remedy. 

The Admiralty hath cognizance of the death or maiming 
2 man, committed in any ſhip riding in great rivers, beneath 
che bridges thereof, near the ſea. 8 
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But if a Man be killed on any arm of the ſea, where the 


land is feen on both ſides, the coroner is by Common Law to 


| inquire of it, and not the Admiral; for the county may take 
cognizance of it, and where a N may inquire, the Lord 
Admiral has no juriſdiction. 


Every court of Admiralty in Europe, is governed by the 


Civil Law : and ſentences of any Admiralty in another king- 
dom, are to be credited here, that ours may alſo be credited 
there; but if any perſon be agorieved by any ſentence, or in- 

terlocutory degree, that has the force of a definitive ſentence, 
he may petition the King, who may cauſe the complaint to 


be examined, and if he finds juſt cauſe, may ſend to his am- 


baſſador, where the ſentence was given, to demand redreſs, 
and upon failure thereof, will grant Letters of Marque and 
Repriſal. 


If one be ſued in the Admiralty, contrary to the Statutes 


13 and 15 R. II. he may have a Syperſedeas, to cauſe the 


judge to ſtay the proceedings, and alſo have action againſt the 


party ſueing. 


© "The Civil Law, is that body of laws e compoſed out of the 
beſt of the Roman and Grecian laws, which weye in the main 


received, and obſerved, throughout the Roman dominions, 


ſor about twelve hundred years; and differ greatly from what 
is called the Common Law, which means. only the eſtabliſhed 


laws or ſtatutes of each particular land or ITY ; without 
any other addition. 


The Admiralty hath juriſdiction in caſe of freight, mari- 


ner's wages, and breach of charter-party (if the penalty be 
not demanded) although made within the realm; and likewiſe 
in caſe of building, mending, ſaving, and victualling ſhips, 
Kc. lo as the ſuit be an the ſhip, and not againſt the 
parties only. _ 2 

Mariner's wages are contracted on che credit of the ſhip, 
and they may all join ſuit in the Admiralty. Whereas in 
Common Law, they muſt all ſever: On the contrary, the 


_ maſter of a ſhip contracts on the owner's credit, and not the 
ſhip's, therefore he cannot proſecute in the Ae for his

"= goods delivered on ſhip-board are embezaled, all the 


mariners ought t6 contribute to Nr ſatĩsfaction of the ſufferer, 


by maritime law.

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The maſter of a ſhip may pledge, or " the ſhip, 
without conſent of the owners, for tackling and victuals; or 
he may borrow money for the neceſſaries of the ſhip; and the 
creditor. may proceed. in the Admiralty againſt either ſhip or 
owners. But it has been determined, that the maſter cannot, 
of his own accord, /z// the ſhip and broken tackle, even though 
there was no probability of its being ſaved. | 

No ſhip can be arreſted by AC proceſs, without 2 
regular ſuit. 

The Admiralty has juriſdiction, where a ſhip founders, or 
is ſplit at ſea, over the goods that are become fot/am, jetſam, 
or legan; and ſhall determine what it is by the rules of civil 
law. | 

In caſes of difference between owners, Admiralty may take 
ſtipulation, in nature of a recognizance. 

Thirty-ſeven part owners of a ſhip, would ſend her a voy- 
age, againſt the conſent of the other owners; upon which the 
Admiralty took ſtipulation of the thirty-ſeven, for ſecurity for 
the ſafe bringing back the ſhip. The ſhip being loſt, the non- 
conſenting owners libelled upon the ſtipulation, againſt the 
thirty-ſeven, moved for a prohibition ; but it was decreed, 
that though, by the common law, any part owner may hin- 
der the reſt from ſending their ſhip a voyage, without their 
conſent ; yet the law of the Admiralty is otherwiſe; and for 
the encouragement of Navigation, the court of Admiralty will 
permit the ſhip to make the voyage, upon ſecurity being given 
to bring her ſafe back again, in as good condition as when ſhe 
departed.

By the above, it appears, that by authority of the Admi- 
ralty, the majority of owners may ſend a ſhip upon a voyage 
to ſea, againſt the conſent of the reſt, but if the ſhip be loſt, 
then all the loſs falls totally upon the adventurers, and they

Chharter-party, is the ſame in civil uw with an indenture 
in the common law: it ſettles the agreement with the maſter 
or owner, as the bills of loading do the contents of the cargo; 
and binds the ' maſter, or owner, to deliver them well condi 
tioned, at the place of diſcharge, according to the agreemęiſt; 
and, for performance, the maſter, or owner, obliges himiolf, 
ſhip, tackle, and furniture. 


The taking a ſhip to freight, is the hiring her of her maſ- SS 


ter or owners, either in part or the whole, and either by the 
month, for an entire voyage, or by the-ton, or for a certain 
ſtipulated ſum, let the- ſhip make out more or leſs, and the 
contract reduced into writing, is commonly called a Charter- 
party, of which there muſt be two copies; one ſigned by the 
merchant, and delivered to the maſter or owners; ; the other 
ſigned by the maſter, and delivered to the merchant. This 
agreement between the merchant or freighter, and the perſon 
who lets the ſhip, muſt expreſs the different particulars agreed 
on; whether ouzward or inward, or both, or to. ſexeral ports, ;

As ſhips deſerve wages like a labourer, the actions touching | 
the ſame are, in the eye of the law, generally conſtructed fa- 
vourable for the ſhip and owners; and therefore, if four parts 
in five of them ſhall make up their accounts with their freight- 
ers, and receive their proportions, yet the fifth man may ſue

If freight be taken for a hundred tons of wine, and twenty 
of them leak out, ſo that there is not above eight inches from 
the bulge upwards, yet the freight becomes due; but, if they 
be under eight inches, ſome conceive it then to be in the elec- 
tion of the freighters to fling them up to the maſter for freight, 
but moſt think otherwiſe; for, if-all had leaked out, if there 
was no fault found in the ſtowage, by a ſurvey from the Tri- 
nity-houſe, there is no reaſon the ſhip ſhould loſe her freight; 
for the freight ariſes from the tonnage taken, and, if the leak- 
age was occaſioned through ſtorm, the ſame, perhaps, may 
come into an average. Maſters. ſhould take care to make 


their regular proteſts aſter a ſtorm, as they may: ſuffer ſevere- 


Iy by omitting it. 

If a ſhip, by charter. party, reciting to be of the burthen of 
two hundred tons, is taken to freight for a ſum certain, to be 
paid at her return, the ſum certain is to be paid, though 1 the 
{hip amounts not to that burden. 

In caſe a ſhip is freighted after the rate of twenty pounds, 
for every month that ſhe ſhall be out, to be paid after arrival 


at the port of London; the ſhip is caſt away coming up from 


the Downs, but the loaden is all preſerved, in which caſe the 
freight i is become due: For the money ariſes ſo monthly, by 


| the contract, and the place mentioned is only to ſhew where 


Payment is to be made; for the ſhip deſerves wages like a ma- 
riner who ſerveth by the month; and, though he dies in the 
voyage, yet his executors are to be anſwered prorata. Beſides, 
the freight becomes due by intendment on the delivery or 
bringing up the commodities to the og of London, and not 
of the ſhip.

But the 
plea Was held inſufficient, and the plaintiff (the maſter of the 
ſhip) had judgment; for the covenants were mutual and re- 
ciprocal; upon which each might have his action againſt the 
other: but the breach of one covenant, could not be pleaded 
in bar of the other, and therefore the merchant (the defend- 
ant) ought, by Aa, to boy recovered his — ſuſtain- 
ed.

PON the execution of a writ of inquiry, before. the 


| 1 chief- juſtice, it appeared, that the defendant was an 


Linfurer of two hundred pounds upon corn, the value of which 
was two hundred and ſeventeen pounds, that the corn was ſo 
damaged in the voyage, that it ſold only for ſixty-ſeven pounds 
and the freight came to eighty pounds, and, upon this, the 
queſtion was, Whether, as the freight, which the plaintiff was 
obliged to pay, exceeded the ſalvage, this was not looked 
upon as a total loſs. 
And for the plaintiff it was inſiſted, that he ks not to 
be in a worſe, condition, than if his corn had gone to the bot- 
tom of the ſea, for then he would have had no freight to pay: 
And now, that the voyage has been performed, whereby the 
freight is become due, he has a right to apply the ſalvage to 
diſcharge that. It was proved to be the uſuage, where the 
falvage exceeds the freight, to deduct the freight out of the 
ſalvage, and make up the loſs upon the difference.

policy is commonly printed, and muſt, by all means, be upon 


ſtamped paper, agreeable to repeated acts of parliament; o- _ 


therwiſe, the contract is void in law. The form of the poli- 
cies generally uſed, is a ſtrange jumble of incoherence and 
tautology; and rendered {till more ſo, when filled up by ig- 
norant illiterate perſons: but that excellent clauſe, ſetting

| Judiciouſly done; otherwiſe, in caſe of partial or average loſs, 
much diſpute may ariſe, from miſconſtruction, or miſinter- 
pretation of the printed words, and terms left uncancelled in 
the policy. If the adventure ſucceeds, then all is right; no 
further inquiry is made about propriety or impropriety of expreſ- 
ſion; but if on the contrary loſs happens, then follows inveſ- 
tigation; and one of the parties may ſuffer from blunders and 
om! 0/2 dan, particularly the inſurers; who in the common tenor 
of printed policies, take upon themſelves every imaginary pe- 
ril, riſque, and damage, which can poſhbly' — or come 
to the ſhip and cargo upon the high ſea.

In July, 1744, the ſhip ſailed from 
Gottenburgh to Fleckery, and there ſhe waited for convoy two 
months. On the 21ſt. of September, at nine in the morning, 
three men of war, having one hundred merchant ſhips in 
convoy, ſtood off Fleckery, and made a fignal for the ſhips 
there to come out, and likewiſe ſent in a yawl to order them 
out. There were fourteen ſhips waiting; and the John and 
Jean got out by twelve o'clock, and one of the firſt ; the 
convoy having ſailed gently on, and being two leagues a head, 
it was a hard gale; and by ſix in the afternoon the ſhip came 
up with the fleet, but could not get to either of the men of 
war for ſailing orders, on account of the gale of wind. It was 
at | ſtormy all night; and, at day-break, the ſhip in queſtion was 
x | in the midſt of the fleet, but the weather was ſo bad that no 
boat could be ſent for ſailing orders. A French privateer had 
ſailed amongſt them all night: and on the 22d. it being foggys | 
attacked the John and Jean, about two, who kept a running 
fight till dark, which was renewed the next e. when 
ſhe was taken.

: For the defendant it was infited, that this ſhip was never 
under convoy, nor is it ever conſidered ſo till they have receiv- 
ed failing orders; and if the weather would not permit the 
captain to get them, he ſhould have gone back.

What are PEA of Barratry ? 


HE maſter of a veſſel going out of his al on a ſmug- 
gling voyage (where the uſual inſurance has been made 
againſt barratry) the damage or loſs any way happening, ſhall 
fall upon the inſurer, in an action upon a policy of inſurance. 

The maſter declares upon a policy of inſurance (with the 

' uſual clauſe againſt loſs by the perils of the ſea, or barratry) | 
and that the ſhip Thomas and Matthew was a ſhip for general 
freightage, and not for private purpoſe. Covenanted, That 
the ſhip ſhould proceed directly from London to Seville, with 
the goods loaden therein. Inſtead thereof, the maſter went to 
Guernſey, to take French brandy, without the knowledge and 
privity of the freighter : and that afterwards, the ſaid. ſhip, 

in her return from Guernſey, met with a ſtorm at ſea, where- 

by ſhe was greatly damaged, and put into a port of Cornwall 

to refit: and afterwards proceeding in her courſe to the place 
of deſtination, ſhe ſuſtained other damage, 1 means whereof 
the goods were ſpoiled. - 

The defendant inſiſted, that the plaintiff ought not to re- 
cover; becauſe the loſs did not happen by ſtorms and perils of 

the ſea, in the courſe of the voyage, but by reaſon of-devia- 
tion; and that there was no barratry, the deviation being with 
the knowledge of the owner. 

The caſe was this: The owner of the veſſel, who alſo put 
in the maſter, let her on freight; but the maſter, inſtead of 
proceeding directly on his voyage, put into Guernſey, and took 

in French brandy. —Returning to the coaſt of England, he met 
with a ſtorm, whereby the veſſel was obliged to put into th 
port of Cornwall to refit, where the prohibited goods where 
ſeized : but the ſhip proceeded with the reſt of her cargo, and 
met with ſuch further damage that ſhe could not keep the ſea, 

but was obliged to return to Cornwall ; and, in unloading the. 
veſſel, the goods inſured, upon which the action was brought

Of BOTTOMRY. 


OTTOMRY. (which originally aroſe from permitting | 
the maſter of a ſhip, in a foreign country, to hypotlic- 
cate, or pledge the ſhip, in order to raiſe money to refit) is in 
the nature of a mortgage of a ſhip, when the maſter or owner 
takes up money to enable him to carry on his voyage, and 
pledges the keel or bottom of the ſhip as a ſecurity for the re- 
payment. In which caſe it is underſtood, that if che ſhip be 
loſt, the lender loſes alſo his whole money; but if it returns 
in ſafety, then he ſhall receieve back his principal and alſo the 
premium or intereſt; agreed upon, however it may exceed the 
legal intereſt; and this is allowed to be a valid contract in all 
trading nations, for the benefit of commerce, and by reaſon of 
the extraordinary hazard run by the lender. And, in this caſe, 
the ſhip and tackle, if brought home, are anſwerable (as well 
as the perſon of the borrower) for the money lent. But if the 
loan is not upon the veſſel, but upon he goods and merchan- 
diſe, which muſt neceſſarily be ſold or exchanged in the courſe 
of the voyage, then ol the, ee e is bound to

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anſwer the contract, who, therefore, in this caſe, is ſaid to 


take up money at reſpondentia. Theſe terms are alſo applyed 
to contracts, for the re- payment of money, borrowed not on 
the ſhip and goods only, but on the mere hazard of the voy- 
age itſelf; when a man lends a merchant one thouſand pounds, 
to be employed in a beneficial trade, with condition te be re- 
paid with extraordinary intereſt, in caſe ſuch voyage be ſafely 
performed; which kind of agreement is ſometimes called fænus 
nautecum, and ſometimes uſura maritima. But, as this gave 


an opening for uſurious, and gaming contracts, eſpecially upon 


long voyages, it was enacted, by the ſtatute 19 Geo. II. c. 37. 
that all monies lent on bottomry, or at reſpondentia, on veſ- 
ſels bound to or from the Eaſt Indies, ſhall be expreſsly lent 
only on the ſhip, or upon the merchandiſe ; that the lender 
ſhall have the benefit of ſalvage; and that if the borrower has 


not on board effects to the value of the ſum borrowed, he 


ſhall be reſponſible to the lender for ſo much of the. principal 
as hath not been laid out, with legal intereſt, and all other 
charges, though the ſhip and merchandiſe be totally loſt. - 

A maſter of a ſhip may not take up money on hottomry, 


in places where his owners reſide, except he be a part owner, 


and then he may only take up ſo much as his ſhare in the ſhip 
will anſwer; for if he exceeds that, his own eſtate 1s liable to 
make ſatisfaction. But when a maſter is in a ſtrange country, 
where there are no owners, nor any goods of theirs, or his 
| own, and for want of money he. cannot perform his voyage,

The only difficulty, therefore, that can ariſe on the ſubje&: 


of ſalvage is, as to the proportion of the ſums of money, or 
other gratuities to be allowed ; and where there are no ſtated 
laws or cuſtoms to go by, we man be guided by the particular 
circumſtances of different caſes. This ſhould be the line of 


conduct obſerved by arbitrators. For though great promiſes 
may have been made, in time of danger, by the maſter and 
mariners, yet when the deciſion comes before a court of judi- 
cature, or arbitrators, they are to guard againſt exorbitant de- 


mands for ſalvage, and the reward muſt be regulated by the 

' pains and trouble the ſalvers were put to. 

For the charges of ſalvage very great allowances have been 
made to divers and ſalvers, as an half, the third, or the tenth 
of the things ſaved, according to the depth of the water out 
of which they were fetched. Generally, a tenth part for ſal- 

"age on the coaſt, and a fifth part to him who, ſaving himſelf, 


carries ſomething with him, as gold, filver, jewels, or valuable 
papers, which being eaſy of tranſportation, are ſometimes ſa- 


ved by the mariners who eſcape from ſhipwreck. 
| Where things are caſt up by ſhipwreck, or left through caſt- 


ing in ſtorms, the law of Rhodes allow, to the finders a fifth 


part for ſaving, and in France * allow one third part for 
ſalvage.

VERAGE and CONTRIBUTION, in marine caſes, 
are ſynonimous terms, ſignifying a proportionable rate, 


paid by aſſurers to others, towards the loſſes of theſe perſons, 
who have their goods caſt into the ſea, in the time of a tempeſt, 


for the ſafeguard of the ſhip, and en of the lives and 


goods of thoſe in the ſhip. 
Ships freighted, and at ſea, are often ſubject to 1 


and other accidents, in which they have been frequently pre- 
ſerved, by caſting goods overboard to lighten them. Law and 


cuſtom, therefore, allow and juſtify, in caſes of imminent dan- 
ger, that the goods, wares, guns, or whatſoever elſe ſhall 1 
thought fit, may be thrown overboard in ſuch extremity: 
heavy goods are generally leaſt in value, and moſt likely to an- 


| ſwer the intended purpoſe, they ſhould be firſt deſtined to de- 
ſtruction. 


When a ſhip by theſe means, 3 out the ſtorm, and 


arrives at her deſtined port, the captain muſt not neglect, on 


any account whatever, to make his regular proteſts; and be- 


ſides, joined with the major part of his crew, muſt ſwear, that 


the goods were caſt overboard, for no other cauſe but the ſafety 


of the ſhip and loading : But the method of clearing up this 


point varies in different countries.

other goods, are warranted free from average, under five per 


cent. alſo the ſhip and freight, are warranted free from aver- 


age, under three per cent. unleſs general, or the ſhip be ſtrand- 
ed.

ſugar, &c. was valued at five hundred pounds; and, on ar- 


rival, it was found to be damaged to the amount of twenty,

and cargo) the charge of new cables, &c. (after one third. is 
dedufted) muſt be brought into a general average. 

If aſhip, valued at three thouſand pounds, have the wicker 
tune to loſe her main-maſt, by ſtreſs of weather, and the charges 
of re- inſtating the maſt, come to eighty-five pounds, after one 
third is deducted, the underwriters are not liable to pay for it, 
it not making rore Ahan an average of two pounds, ſixteen 
ſhillings, and eight-pence, per cent.

and coſt cighty-five pounds re-inſtating, the inſurers muſt then. 
have paid it, being a general average, of two pounds; ſixteen.

Whatever the maſter of a ſhip aber reſolves to do, 
with the advice of the ſhip's company, for the preſervation of 
the whole, in cutting away maſts or cables, or throwing goods 
overboard, to lighten his veſſel, the damages, ſo ſuſtained, are 
_ always brought into a general average; and ſhip, freight, and 
cargo, muſt all. bear a proportionable part of what was ſacri- 
ficed to the common benefit, and it muſt be male good by the 
inſurers, in proportion to what they have underwritten.

This proteſt ſhould be taken great care 
of, and ſent to the owner, that inſurance may be recoyered. 
Sundry other documents are neceſſary to recover a loſs or an 
average; ſuch as, eſtimation of the damage, arbitrator's deter- 
mination, account of charges attending an average, account 
of the ſails and other ſtores ſaved, invoice of goods ſhipped, 
&e. all of which papers ſhould be ſworn to before proper per- 
ſons appointed for that purpoſe. C 

When two ſhips accidentally run foul of each other, they 

muſt equally bear the damage which ariſes, but, in caſe the 
damage done to one of them, ſhould exceed the value of the 
other, no claim can extend further than the produce of the 
whole; ſo that the owners, by giving up what was theirs,” are 
exempted from any further demands.

ETTERS of credit are granted by ck or. athors, 
in favour of perſons travelling into foreign, countries. 
They are commonly open or unſealed, and contain an. order, 
from the writer or granter to his factor, or correſpondent, to 
furniſh ſuch a man, the bearer, with a certain ſunt, at one or 
ſeyeral times, and to place it to the account of him who grants 
the letter. It is ordinary, and neceſſary, for the granter of a 
letter of credit, to give his correſpondent a letter of advice by 
polt, or otherwiſe, in which he deſcribes the perſon to be ho- 
noured with credit, from his ſtature, complexion, Yarb, or any 
mark on his body, or by ſome token, as he who can tell ſuch 
a ſtory, &c. The deſign of which is to prevent fraud; for 
the bearer of the letter may loſe it, or he may be robbed, and 
it taken from him, and ſo the finder or rogue may go and 
preſent it. Letters of credit may be of various forms, and 
yet aid.
